REPORT OF TOWN MEETING 
March 13, 1951 


A meeting of the inhabitants of the town of North 
Hampton, qualified to vote in town affairs duly notified 
and holden in the Town Hall, in said town, the alphabeti- 
cal list of voters having been posted and subscribed on the 
back thereof by the supervisors of the Check List, was 
called to order at one o’clock in the afternoon by the Mod- 
erator, Wilbur S. Drew, who declared the polls open for 
the election of Town Officers. The business meeting to be 
held at 7:30 P. M., as by vote of the 1950 Town Meeting. 


At 7:30 P. M. the meeting was opened by the Moder- 
ator who read the Warrant. He also read a letter from 
Mr. Irving W. Marston, as follows: 


North Hampton, N. H.. March 13, 1951 
To the Citizens of North Hampton, N. H. 


As of to-day I am retiring as your Selectman after 35 
years of service, and I wish to take this opportunity of 
expressing my thanks and appreciation to all those who 
have helped to continue me in office as Selectman and all 
other Town offices. 


I am retiring with the knowledge that I have given to 
the various offices the best I had to give. I have a clear 
conscience behind me of 35 years of faithful service given 
to the people of North Hampton, and your cooperation has 
been of the best. I have always been proud of our Town 
and of the people in it, and hope I will always continue 
that way. 


I wish to draw to your attention the Memorial which 
I am leaving to our Town. In 1935 when you elected me to 
the General Court, by and with the support of the other 
members of said court, I was able to get passage of a 
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House Bill of $25,0000. to have a break-water built at Lit- 
tle Boar’s Head, which was completed in 1936 and stands 
as a Memorial to all those connected with it. 


I am writing this letter because I will not be present on 
Tuesday evening, which will be the first time I have 
missed in fifty years. 


In closing I wish to all: Health, Happiness and Prosper- 
ity in the coming years.

Article 2. On motion of James F. Leavitt article 2 was 
passed over until the budget had been taken up. 


Article 3. To see if the town will vote to authorize the 
Town Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen to 
borrow money in anticipation of taxes. 


Gordon S. Dow moved this article be accepted. 
It was so voted. 


Article 4. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of $1,000.00 to be used for Civil De- 
fense Organization. This article was voted upon by ballot. 

YES 78 NO 28. It was a vote in the affirmative. 


Article 5. To see if the town will elect to approve of 
the inclusion of its officers and employees in the Employ- 
ee’s Retirement System of the State of New Hampshire, 
which system is provided for by chapter 27 A of the Re- 
vised Laws, as inserted by chapter 183 of the Laws of 
1945, and provided by chapter 201 of the Laws of 1945 
and any subsequent amendments thereto. 

This Article was voted down. 


Article 6. To see if the town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate $100.00 to take care of the town’s part if Ar- 
ticle 5 is approved. As article 5 was voted down there 
was no need to vote on Article 6. 


Article 7. To see if the town will vote to ratify the 
action of the Selectmen and Trustees of trust funds in 
accepting the gift of Katherine Thaw Meyer of the land 
between the East Cemetery and Little River for Ceme- 
tery purposes, and to instruct the Town Clerk to write to 
Mrs. Meyer thanking her for her generosity. 


Gordon S. Dow moved and it was a vote that the Article 
pass as read. 


Article 8. On petition of William P. Fowler and ten 
other legal voters of the Town of North Hampton: 


To see if the town will appropriate the sum of $100.00 
one hundred dollars) to compensate taxpayers for malici- 
ous damage to their property in this town last Hallowe’en, 
the same to be used by the Selectmen to pay such claims 
presented to them not later than May 1, 1951, as they 
shall find to be valid and supported by receipted bills or 
other satisfactory evidence of the cost of repairing such 
damage, payments from this approprpiation to be reduced 
pro rata if the total of such claims exceeds the sum ap- 
propriated and any unused balance to be used for addi- 
tional police protection to prevent future damage of this 
nature. 

After much discussion the vote on this Article was No. 


Article 9. On petition of Joseph Wynn and twelve oth- 
er legal voters of the Town of North Hampton: To see if 
the town will vote to install a street light on the pole in 
front of Kenneth R. Grant’s house on Little River road and 
to raise and appropriate money for the same. Mr. Fowler 
moved this Article be adopted and it was a vote in the 
affirmative. 


Article 10. To see if the Town will vote to authorize 
the Selectmen to sell at public auction or private sale, for 
the best price obtainable the land on South road known 
as the Old Dump and give deed for same. 


Raymond Hobbs moved this Article be adopted as read. 
It was so voted. 


Article 11. To transact any other business that may 
legally come before said meeting. 


Philip Boothby gave a very informative report for the 
Water Committee appointed by the Moderator in 1950, 
namely Russell D. Moulton and Philip Boothby. Robert 
Cutts moved this report be accepted. It was so voted. Wil- 
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liam Fowler moved this committee be retained for another 
year. So voted. 

William Fowler moved 5 percent discount be allowed on 
taxes paid before a date set by the Selectmen. It was a 
vote. 


Ross Erwin moved that the Recreation Committee be 
abolished, that the funds on hand be turned in to the 
treasurer, the athletic equipment turned over to the 
school, and any other equipment turned over to the Se- 
lectmen for the final disposition. 

This was for the lack of interest and other reasons. 

This was a vote. 

Raymond Hobbs brought up the matter of more pay 
for the Town laborers who are now paid .80 per hour. 

James F. Leavitt moved and it was so voted that High- 
way Agent pay .90 an hour also the Cemetery Agent. 

Gordon Dow moved the chair name a committee of five 
to investigate Municipal Budget act and report next 
meeting. This was a vote. 

The Committee appointed: Gordon §S. Dow, James F. 
Leavitt, George G. Carter, John Miller and D. Morris 
Lamprey. 

William Fowler moved the police appropriation to be 
increased from $1,200. to $2,000. This was a vote. 

Mr. Fowler moved the budget be raised and appropriat- 
ed. So voted. 

Meeting adjourned at 9:15 polls to remain open for 
three quarters of an hour longer as voted in 1950. 


The Budget Committee to remain the same as last year.

THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 
GEES 

To the Inhabitants of the Town of North Hampton in 
the County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote 
in Town Affairs: 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town Hall in 
said North Hampton on Tuesday, the 11th day of March, 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon. Business meet- 
ing at 7:30 P. M. Polls not to close before 8:00 P. M., to 
act upon the following subjects: 

1. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the year 
ensuing. 

2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year and make 
appropriations of the same. 

3. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes. 

4. To see what action the Town will take regarding al- 
lowing a 5 per cent discount on taxes paid before a date 
which the Selectmen shall designate. 

5. On petition of Carroll M. Fogg and twelve other 
legal voters of the Town of North Hampton: 

To see if the Town will vote to lease the property known 
as Centennial Hall from the Congregational Christian 
Church in North Hampton, New Hampshire, for a period 
of not more than ninety-nine (99) years for the sum of 
one dollar ($1.00) and the lease to contain provisions 
whereby the Town will make any necessary alterations, 
maintain said Hall in a good state of repair, to take what- 
ever fire protective and safety measures are required by 
law, use said building only for Town, Community, and 
Municipal purposes, keep said building insured against 
loss by fire and other so-called extended coverage in an 


amount not less than five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) to 
be payable to said church to supply said church with a 
normal quantity of water free of charge at all times dur- 
ing the life of the lease, to protect the church from all 
liability in connection with said building during the life 
of the lease, any improvements, repairs, or additions made 
during the life of the lease to belong to the church at the 
termination of the lease and upon the express provision 
that said lease can be terminated at any time by said Town 
giving said church thirty days’ notice in writing. 

6. On petition of Carroll M. Fogg and 12 others: To 
see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) for the main- 
tenance and operation of Centennial Hall for the ensuing 
year, in the event the Town leases the same. 

7. On petition of Carroll M. Fogg and 12 others: To 
see if the Town will vote to make such repairs and alter- 
ations to said Centennial Hall as the Selectmen may deem 
necessary, in the event the Town leases the same, at a cost 
not exceeding $5,000.00, said sum to be taken from cap- 
ital reserve fund No. 1. 

8. On petition of William E. Parker and nine other le- 
gal voters of the Town of North Hampton: 

To see if the Town will vote to empower the Water Com- 
mittee to negotiate with the Hampton Water Works Com- 
pany, the Public Utilities Commission, and others; to 
make all necessary contracts, and pay all necessary ex- 
penses to the extent of the Capital Reserve Fund, incurred 
in the extension of the new water main from the new 
school building on Atlantic Avenue Westerly toward the 
Lafayette Road, in compliance with the votes taken at 
the Town Meeting of 1949, on Article 12, in the Town 
Warrant of that year. 

9. On petition of R. A. Southworth and nine other 
legal voters of the Town of North Hampton: 

To see if the Town will vote to maintain a flashing light 
at the intersection of the Post Road and Atlantic Avenue 


and the Exeter Road. (Routes 101D and 151) providing 
said flashing light is purchased and installed by some 
person or agency other than the Town of North Hampton. 
Said flashing light would flash amber on the principal 
road, and red on the secondary road. Estimated cost of 
maintenance barring accidental collision is under $12.00 
a year. 

10. On petition of Robert A. Southworth and nine 
other legal voters of the Town of North Hampton: 

To see if the Town will vote to provide increased light- 
ing for the public parking area at the beach south of 
Little Boar’s Head by installing brighter lights on the 
five street lights now serving that area, and by adding six 
additional lights on the unlighted poles there, and to ap- 
propriate money for the same. 

11. On petition of Doris G. Norton and thirteen other 
legal voters of the Town of North Hampton: 

To see if the Town will vote to install a street light at 
the junction of Elm road and Cow lane. 


12. On petition of Paul W. Hobbs and ten other legal 
voters of the Town of North Hampton: 

To see if the Town favors or opposes the establishment 
of a military air base in the Portsmouth-Newington area. 


13. On petition of Paul W. Hobbs and 10 others: To 
see if the Town shall direct the Selectmen to communicate 
with the Secretary of Defense for Air in Washington, 
D. C., and record with him the vote taken by the voters in 
regard to the establishment of a military air base in the 
Portsmouth-Newington area. Said vote to be forwarded 
on or before March 15, 1952. e 


14. To see if the Town will vote to adopt a plan for 
extending to employees of the Town the benefits of title 
II of the Federal Social Security Act (Old-Age and Sur- 
vivor’s Insurance) as authorized by Chapter 234 of the 
Laws of 1951 and to raise and appropriate the sum of 
$125.00 to defray the Town’s share of the cost thereof. 


15. If the foregoing article is adopted, to see if the 
Town will authorize the Selectmen to execute on behalf 
of the Town the necessary agreement with the State of 
New Hampshire to carry into effect the plan and to see 
if the Town will designate the Town Treasurer as the 
Officer to be responsible for the administration of the 
plan. 

16. To see if the Town will vote to establish a Plan- 
ning Board of five members with duties as set forth in 
Chapter 53, Sections 1-15 inclusive, Laws of New Hamp- 
shire (1942) as amended, to make a study of the Town’s 
development and report to the Town appropriate recom- 
mendations for the promotion and maintenance of the 
Town’s best development, the Board members to consist 
of one Selectman and four other citizens appointed by the 
Selectmen, as provided in Sections 1-15 inclusive, Chapter 
58, Revised Laws of New Hampshire (1942) as amend- 
ed.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of North Hampton: 


I herewith submit to you my twenty-second report as 
Superintendent of your schools. 


The Schools of North Hampton began the current year 
on September 5, 1951 with an enrollment of 163. This 
compares with the similar figure of 145 last year and of 
136 the preceding year. To meet this increased enrollment 
an additional teacher was employed and the third grade 
housed in the room above the entrance hall. There are 
now four grades in separate rooms, with the four upper 
grades in two rooms. As the lower grades, with their 
larger enrollments, move up it is probable that additional 
teachers will be required. Prospective increases in pupil 
attendance will further complicate our problem. 


The effect of the Portsmouth Air Base is uncertain. If 
large increases are experienced, the federal government 
should recognize this. In fact, it has already established 
the principle of recognition, since by Public Law 874, 
funds are allotted to the school districts in proportion to 
the number of pupils who are educated by the district and 
whose parents work in government projects. For North 
Hampton this means help in the cost of education for 
children whose parents are employed at the Portsmouth 
Naval Base. The North Hampton School District has re- 
ceived two checks totaling $3,467.94 under this law. 
There is nothing certain about the continuation of the 
law. However, application for aid during the current 
year has been made and has been received in Washington. 
We have received notice that application is being pro- 
cessed. 


As an improved service to the children of our school, 
the Lions Club of Hampton has purchased a Keystone 
Telebinocular. This is a means of more accurately testing 
the eyes of the pupils, measuring the sight for different 
defects, near and far sightedness, color blindness, and 
other defects. From this machine, defects will be detected 
and analyzed which we have been unable to find before. 
This contribution of the Lions club will aid materially in 
dealing with sight defects. 


It is planned to offer a course to teachers at Hampton 
during the second semester of this year. The work is un- 
der the direction of Boston University with Dr. Warren 
as instructor. It is a regular University course carrying 
credit toward a professional degree. All teachers of the 
Union are eligible. 


Our lunch program is progressing well. Federal com- 
modities are received regularly as well as checks from the 
national government to assist in keeping the cost to the 
children as low as possible. The advantages of a hot lunch 
are many in terms of health, mental energy and attitudes. 


The Parent-Teachers Association is always a valued 
ally to any school. I bespeak the active support of this or- 
ganization by all parents, teachers and interested per- 
sons. This organization has given valued aid in the pur- 
chase of playground equipment during the past year. Its 
active interest in the welfare of the school is always help- 
ful. 


We much appreciate the help of interested citizens of 
North Hampton in gifts which have materially aided the 
work of the school. The Grange helped in setting up play- 
ground equipment. Our children use this constantly dur- 
ing recess and noon periods. The Women’s Club has shown 
particular interest in the nurse’s room, furnishing a much 
needed table for her supplies and as an aid in making her 


work more effective. The Dramatic club is planning the 
purchase of a projector or perhaps some equally useful 
project. A check was received from the Pythian Sisters 
for purchase of recreation equipment. Such purchases are 
spent where the greatest number of children will bene- 
fit the most. The goal and backboard for basketball in our 
activity room was given and installed by a group of in- 
terested citizens. This is in constant use and offers an op- 
portunity for our boys and girls to participate in team 
work. As such, it is valuable from a social as well as health 
point of view. 


With the use of the new third grade room, it became 
necessary to construct a fire escape directly from the 
room. This was done by the Hussey Manufacturing Com- 
pany of North Berwick, Maine, in accordance with plans 
approved by the State Fire Marshall and the State Board 
of Education. 


The scholastic standing of our pupils continues to be 
measured by approved standardized tests. These are rec- 
ognized as accurate instruments and are used widely 
throughout the nation. It guarantees our standards. 


At the winter meeting of Supervisory Union No. 21, the 
purchase of a film strip library was authorized. Film 
strips are strictly teaching aids, made by recognized 
teachers for presentation of school subjects. Since they 
are costly, it was felt that an individual district could not 
afford a library of its own. By the joint purchase of the 
seven districts, the entire library will be made available 
to all, the cost being apportioned according to the number 
of pupils who would be using the films. Pictures are al- 
ways atractive to children. If arithmetic, geography, sci- 
ence can be presented in picture form, the lessons are 
learned more easily. 


The problem of future housing of an increased enroll- 
ment is upon us. The warrant will contain an article to 


study the situation and seek the best remedy. This com- 
mittee should consider various plans possible. It may be 
that a wing on our present building is the solution. It may 
be that some agreement can be made with neighboring 
towns to care for our upper grades. Consolidation of these 
grades with other schools may be considered. Each plan 
has its advantages and careful weighing of these will be 
necessary. At any rate, the committee should come into a 
special meeting with definite plans to present to the 
people. 


Let me again express my appreciation to the School 
Board of North Hampton for their advice and help in the 
duties of my office. To the teachers my most sincere 
thanks for services rendered. While the present standards 
of teacher employment are maintained, there need be no 
fear as to the standing of our schools.
